LONDON, March 24 ‘(AP)—The 
United States has drafted a peace 
treaty for Japan designed to en- 


list Japanese men and industries 
into the service of the United Na- 
tions. 

Western diplomats disclosed to- 
day the provisional American ver- 
sion of the peace settlement pro- 
poses Japan might be given the 
right to defend itself. They re- 
ported the draft: 

1. Places no limits on Japan's 
future army, navy or air force. 

2. Contains no clause to stop 
Japanese rearmament. 

3. Does not provide for the 
withdrawal of the Allied (main- 
ly American) occupation force 
from Japan. 

The informants said the Ameri- 
can peace plan was handed re- 
cently to the Japanese govern- 
ment by John Foster Dulles, lead- 

er of the United States mission 
assigned by President Truman to 
obtain a peace treaty by the end 
of the year. 

Sent to Non-Red Nations. 

It has been circulated as a pro- 
visional statement of principles 
to the non-Communist members 
of the Washington-Based Far 
Kastern Commission—comprising 
the 13 nations which helped ac- 
tively to beat Japan. 

Dulles last month completed a

Bar Against Aggression. 

The American proposal which 
accords Japan the right to defend 
itself invokes article two of the 
U.N. Charter as a general safe- 
guard against a revival of Japa- 
nese aggression. The principles 
laid down in article two would 


bring Japan back into the inter- 
national fold as a sovereign power 
and at the same time would bind 
its manpower and industrial po- 
tential to the causes of the U.N. 


Article two sets out a sort of 
international code of conduct, It 
commits U.N. members to settle 
their international disputes peace- 
ably. It bars them from using or 
threatening to use force in their 
international dealings. It obliges 
them to help the U.N. in any 
action to uphold the charter and 
to refrain from supporting any 
state against which enforcement 
action is being taken. 

The American treaty draft does 
not refer directly to Japanese 
post-peace treaty security arrange- 
ments. It is known, however, that 
the United States and Japan al- 
ready have agreed—outside their 


' 


peace treaty talks—on the re 


points of a defense pact. 
Provides for Bases. 

This projected pact would give 
the United States and maybe 
other like-minded powers, base 
rights in Japan. And later, many 
American diplomats think, it 
might be extended to become the 
basis of a general Pacific security 
pact. 

The preamble in the American 


memorandum reportedly said the | 
purpose of the proposed arrange- 


ment is to order relations between 
the Allies and Japan “on a basis 
of friendly sovereign equals.” It 
called on Japan also to abide by 
the general principles of the U.N. 
Charter. 

Other Provisions. 

The American document also 
suggested: 

a. Removal of all Allied politi- 
cal and economic controls from 
Japan. 

b. Settlement of all dispute 
over war claims by the Interna- 
tional Court. The Allies, how- 
ever, would retain and dispose of 
Japanese assets in their territories 
other than diplomiatic and consu- 
lar properties. , 

C. The Allies would excuse Ja- 
pan from paying any war repara- 
tions. 

D. Reduction of Japanese ter- 
ritory to its four main islands. 
The United States would retain 
control of the Ryukyu, Bonin, and 
Rosaia islands pending their 
transfer to the U.N, as trustee- 
ship territories. Japan simul- 
taneously would have formally to 
renounce her claims to all these 
and other territories—like For- 
mosa, the Pescadores, the Kuriles, 
the South Sakhalins and-any Chi-

‘City gang formerly headed by 
the late Charles Binaggio. 
Farrell said Dr. D. M. Nigro of 
Kansas City, wealth physician and 
‘close friend of Binaggio, enlisted 
‘Farrell's help in obtaining bond 
for Charles and Gus Gargotta, 
gangster brothers, after they were 


arrested in connection with a. 


holdup in Harlan, ia., in 1947. 
| Binaggio, who was Democratic 
boss and Capone syndicate repre- 
sentative in Kansas City, and his 
henchman, Charles Gargotta, were 
assassinated there last April 5. 

As Farrell took the witness 
stand, a crowd which included 
many Easter visitors to the Capi- 
tol, overflowed the caucus room 
in the Senate office building. 
Members of the committee staff 
who have taken part in hearings 
around the country said they 
thought it was the largest throng 
ever to attend a session. 

Farrell explained his real name 
is Louis Thomas Fratto but he 
has used the name Lew Farrell 
since he fought as a prizefighter 
in his youth. He turned over to 
the committee copies of his in- 
come tax returns for the past few 
years and papers and contracts 
dealing with his handling of 
Canadian Ace beer in the Des 
Moines area. 

Brewery Capone-Controlled. 

Canadian Ace brewery of Chi- 
cago is controlled by the Capone 
syndicate. Farrell related he was 
formerly in partnership with 
Morris Greenberg and his sister, 
Sylvia Zevin, doing business as 
Canadian Ace Distributing Co. He 
gave up that connection in 1950 
and established Superior Dis- 
tributing Co., beer distributors, 
with his brother-in-law, August 
Randa, as his partner. They dis- 
tribute Blatz beer. 

Farrell insisted he did not know 
that Binaggio and Tony Gizzo 
were distributors of Canadian Ace 
in Kansas City. Then the ques- 
tioning turned to Farrell’s part in 
obtaining bond for the release of 
the Gargotta brothers, following 
the Iowa holdup. 

A “very dear friend” tele- 
phoned him from Kansas City 
and asked him to help get the 
Gargottas free on bond, Farrell 
related. After 20 minutes of spar- 
ring, Farrell gave the name of the 
“very dear friend” as Dr. Nigro. 
The physician was convicted of 
violating the federal narcotics law 
in 1940 and sentenced to four 
years in prison, but the convic- 
tion was set aside on appeal. 
“Tommy” Put Up $30,000. 
Another friend, identified ‘only 
as “Tommy,” appeared in Harlan 
and put up a $30,000 cash bond 
for the Gargottas, Farrell related. 
A Post-Dispatch investigation in 


Iowa after the Binaggio-Gargotta 
murders disclosed that an lowa 
gambling casino had been held up 
the day before the $29,000 bond 
was posted with $5 and $10 bills. 


Farrell was questioned closely 
about his use of the racing wire 
news service. He was asked if the 
Mainliner, a restaurant-night club 
in Des Moines, in which he owned 
a 25 per cent interest, bought the 
wire service. 


“I don't know,” he replied. 


Rice pointed out that in Far- 
rell’s 1947 income tax return 
there was a $2212 item for “horse 
service” at the Mainliner. “What 
did you mean by that?” Rice 
asked. 


“I don’t know, I don’t want to 
answer without the advice of my 
attorney,” Farrell protested. He 
had come to the hearing without 
a lawyer. 

If present plans stand, the 
Kefauver committee will call in 
Abner (Longie) Zwillman, New 
Jersey racketeer, for a night ses- 
sion Monday, with three or four 
witnesses from Cleveland and 
Kentucky.

Gangster Gus Gargotta Arrested 
For Vagrancy in Tulsa. 


TULSA, Okla., March 24—Gus 
Gargotta, gangster whose name 
figured in testimony before the 
Senate Crime Investigating Com- 
mittee, gave himself up here 
today on a vagrancy charge filed 
by authorities suspicious of his 
frequent visits to Tulsa. He was 
released on $1000 bond pending 
arraignment Monday. 


Chief Criminal Deputy Bruce 
Lovelace said Gargotta and an as- 
sociate were trying to set up a 
gambling game. 


The charge was. filed after 
County Attorney Lewis J. Bick- 
ing’s announcement of a drive on 
“big-shot gamblers and hoodlums 
moving into Tulsa.“ 


the bounds of ordinary court trial 
rules, lawyers have pointed out. 
When James J. Carroll, big-time 
bookmaker of St. Louis, was 


called as an “expert witness” be- 
‘fore the crime committee at St. 
Louis, he was not a defendant, 
_with life or liberty at stake. 

It is true Carroll was subject 
to perjury charges, or contempt 
citations, if he violated his oath 
or defied the committee. How- 
ever, he was not defending him- 
self béfore a jury, protected by 
the legal safeguards established 
by the Constitution to prevent un- 
fair prosecutions of people ac- 
cused of crime. 

Early Ruling Not in Prospect. 

The issue that Morris Shenker, 
Carroll's attorney, raised when 
he advised his client not to “per- 
form” before television cameras, 
may not be resolved now in the 
courts, The gambler was per- 
mitted to testify later under his 
own conditions, without benefit 
of telecast, thus purging his al- 
leged contempt. 

It is evident, however, that the 
question of propriety in the field 
of television broadcasting of pub- 
lic events when unwilling par- 
ticipants are encountered, is one 
that will have to be settled sooner 
or later. As far as court trials 
are concerned, judges tradition- 
ally are the referees of their own 
decorum. If legal rights are 
transgressed, a defendant may 
appeal. 

In other public proceedings, 
such as the Kefauver inquiries, 
or those made by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
and other official agencies, opin- 
ions are in violent conflict. In 
some quarters, the practice is 
considered infringement of the 
constitutional rights of television- 
shy subjects. Others, equally 
authoritative, consider television 
the perfect medium to alert and 
inform the public of the dangers 
surrounding modern-day life. 

Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, chairman of the com- 
mittee, told the Post-Dispatch 
that television was, in his estima- 
tion, a splendid new medium of 
reporting and recording the news 
of the country. 

He said he was firmly con- 
vinced that if any test of legality 
of telecasting a proceedings, such 
as the committee has been con-

“It was the concensus of the 
committee that we should give 
Carroll the same consideration 
we gave to Costello to get his 
invaluable testimony in the rec- 
ord. Naturally, after we permit- 
ted Costello to sit in the witness 
chair without television cameras 
focused on him, it was only equi- 
table to extend the same privilege 
to Carroll.” 

Shenker was equally positive 
in a contrary opinion. He point- 
ed out that television programs 
were sponsored commercially. No 
man should be compelled to 
make an involuntary appearance 
under any circumstances for a 


Proponents of television broad- 
casting assert, to the contrary. 
that their medium and radio can 
make an important contribution 
to the information-hungry pub- 
lic. They defended their position 
by pointing out that newspaper 
reporters had free access, as a 
mattter of course, to all public 
hearings privileged by adherence 
to the principle of freedom of 
the press. | 
Meanwhile, thousands of letters 
flooded the offices of the five 
Senators on the committee and 
the committee headquarters here.

LEWIS SETBACK 
SAFETY CAMPAIGN 


\Enacts Law Giving Mine, 


Foremen Task of In- 
specting Pits—— Upsets 
Court Bar,

John L. Lewis and his United 
Mine Workers have suffered a set- 
back in West Virginia in efforts 
to achieve mine safety standards 
comparable to those existing in 


Illinois. 

One of the bitterest 
battles in the history of that 
state, which attracted national at- 
tention in the coal fields, marks 
anoher episode in the continuing 
istruggle between Lewis and the 
West Virginia coal operators 
which has often adversely affect- 
ed contractual negotiations. 

The West Virginia Legislature, 
|!amid open charges of bribery and 
| improper official conduct, recent- 
ly passed a bill providing that 
mine foremen could double as 
safety inspectors. Jt was signed 
iby Gov, Okey L. Patteson last 
March 3, drawing from the union 
la charge he had betrayed the 
iminers who elected him. 

This hotly contested measure 
iabrogated a West Virginia Su- 


1 preme Court decision of last De- 


icember which outlawed the op- 
lerators’ 17-year-old practice of 
i using foremen as safety men. The 
i bill legalizing the practice was 
i passed despite representations by 
ithe United Mine Workers that 
i such a system led to a duality of 
linterests. The long record of 
West Virginia mine catastrophes, 
one of the worst in the nation, 
iwas cited. Some 54,000 of the 
state’s 110,000 miners left the pits 
‘in protest during tumultuous leg- 
|islative sessions.

Overlooked Kickbacks 


Nobody in the State Legislature cared enough 
about the anti-kickback bill to keep it from 
being killed in the House Committee on Public 
Health. Yet kickbacks to oculists by optical 
houses have been denounced by the leading 
medical societies of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county as unethical. And the form of kickback 
known as fee-splitting, in which a surgeon 
shares what his patient pays him with the doc- 
tor who referred the patient to him, has been 
condemned as lowering surgery “to the level 
of the confidence game” and the surgeon “to 
the level of the race track tout.” The quoted 
words are those of Dr. Paul R. Hawley of 
Chicago, director of the American College of 
Surgeons. 

The eyeglass kickback alone is estimated 
cost purchasers of glasses an annual tribute of 
$35,000,000. Worse still, it buys the silence of 
oculists who might otherwise protest against 
a monopolistic system of optical goods dispens- 
ing which drives out competition in the interest 
of high prices and captive markets. 

That all forms of kickbacks affect public 
health should be obvious. High and non-com- 
petitive prices, unnecessary operations and fees 
set exorbitantly high to conceal a rebate to the 
referring doctor, require many patients to ex- 
pend money they need for other elements of 
medical care. 

The effect on the medical profession is a 
corrupting one. No one speaks of these prac- 
tices in stronger terms of condemnation than 
leaders of the medical profession who are work- 
ing to eradicate them. 

The House Committee on Public Health should 
better inform itself on these matters relating to 
public health, and not only reconsider the bill 
but also broaden its scope to include fee-splitting 
as well as the more limited form of kickback 
that has to do with eyeglasses. 
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Missouri Blue 


The bluest blue in all the world is that of the 
first pair of bluebirds in spring. So says The 
New York Times, that well known advocate of 
all the colors that are fit to look at. With all due 
regard to bluebirds and the Times, we beg leave 
to bring in a dissenting opinion. 

Now, the bluest blue might be thought to be 
the blue of a baby’s eyes. Or the blue of W. C.

Nobody seems more surprised by the keen 
interest in the television presentations of the 
Kefauver Committee hearings than the televi- 
sion people themselves.

With stock- 
piles being built up with new energy in the 
United States and Western Europe, Peron’'s 
country again has a ready market for every- 
thing it can produce, and at record high prices. 

The pro-Peron newspaper, Epoca, boasts that 
Washington now needs help from the Argentine, 
rather than the other way around. And The New 
York Times correspondent in Buenos Aires is 
forced to admit that the brag is “not so wrong.” 

Even if the Western Powers were to declare 
an economic blockade against the Argentine—

considering—Peron could trade with Eastern 
Europe. In fact, Iron Curtain nations already 
are buying Argentine grain, hides and canned 
meat in considerable quantities. 

There was much indignation when Peron de- 
manded sky-high prices during the war. An 
example was $5 for a bushel of wheat. This, 
together with mismanagement of the Argentine 
economy, began to pile up storm clouds after 
the war. But an intensifying world crisis averted 
the cloudburst. 

In 1949, Argentina earned $100,000,000 in 
dollars. This year, it expects to earn at least 
three times that amount. The wool growers, 
who had a boom year in 1950, now hope to 
make as much in 1951 as they originally ex- 
pected to make in the next 10 years. 

True, the Argentine depends heavily on the 
United States for machinery. But even so, 
Peron’s economic goose is hanging high. Fur- 
ther, he knows that most Latin Americans al- 
ways like to see a nose thumbed northward. 
And he is acting accordingly. 

Concerned as we may be about civil liberties 
in the Argentine, it is an open question just how 
far the United States can move in their defense. 
But it is beyond question that, for the present, 
Washington can do little by the old method of 
economic pressure. 
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The Reds and the Bishop 


The Communists seem to feel that they have 
crowned their campaign against the churches 
with the arrest and removal from Prague of 
Archbishop Josef Beran. But, in reality, they 
have created one more appealing symbol of 
opposition. 

Catholicism, of course, has been a special 
target of the Kremlin since the Russian Revolu- 
tion. The drive against it has been intensified 
since the Communists took over in the satellite 
nations. But its difficulty is indicated by the 
aim at domination rather than suppression. 

The objective has been to separate the bishops 
from the Vatican, and to separate the priests 
from their bishops. Wherever subservient pre- 
lates were found, they were brought into power. 
But it is hard to believe that the Catholic Czechs 
will accept a stooge in the place of their arch- 
bishop, a man who resisted Nazis and Commu- 
nists alike. Of him, The Christian Century, a 
Protestant publication, says: 


Josei Beran is a brave man as well as a 
good man. He has carefully refrained from 
allowing the fight in Czechoslovakia to be 
sidetracked away from the main issue of 
freedom of religion. He has the good will of 
Protestants because of the co-operative spirit 
he has demonstrated throughout his tenure 
as primate. 

Apparently, the Reds long hesitated to move 
against Archbishop Beran. Finally, they screwed 
up their courage and made their mistake. In- 
stead of tightening their grip on the people 
through control of the churches which the peo- 
ple respect, they once more demonstrated the 
tyrannical nature of their rule. They gave the 
people one more reminder of lost liberties. They 
provided one more prop for the determination 
to regain those liberties.

We can now attempt to evaluate the 
whole psychological warfare program of 
the United States from the point of. view 
of its effectiveness as a foreign policy in- 
strument. In other words, does it achieve 
what it attempts to do? 

One must emphasize that psychological 
warfare in itself is not a policy, but an 
instrument. There are things it cannot do. 
It cannot, in the long run, get away with 
systematic falsehoods. It cannot alter 
basic institutions or 
satisfy physical needs 
or permanently sub- 
stitute words for 
deeds. ; 

But properly used 
—which means l- 
ways in co-ordination 
with action—it can 
encourage friends 
and discourage ene- 
mies. It can under- 
mine and disrupt. It 
can wae od the 
potentially hostile or 
wavering. Tied to 
military action, it 
can help to confuse 
the enemy, damage his morale, put him 
on the defensive. In wartime, for ex- 
ample, it can make systematic appeals 
to the Jatent nationalisms in the Soviet 
orbit and stimulate discontent that would 
lead to disruptive action. 

Looked at from the foreign policy point 
of view, the American psychological war- 
fare program has not been effective. In- 
deed, quite the contrary. Two @hief mis- 
conceptions are largely responsible for the 
failure. One is the idea that psychological 
warfare or propaganda is just like adver- 
tising. The other is that foreigners 
or wish to think, like Americans.

He (the 
commentator) wants to assure us that 
Americans—all Americans!—live like 
princes, Here is the rosy picture he 
paints: “The American worker,’ he says, 
‘lives either in a separate house or in a 
separate apartment with kitchen and bath- 
room. Very many married people prefer 
to live in the suburbs in a detached cot- 
tage with a garden.’

“And he further asserts that the 25 per 
cent of earnings paid in rent includes gas 
and telephone and even carpet-cleaning. 
Carpets, of course, are mentioned here not 
by chance. The Voice of America wants 
to insinuate that carpets are as common a 
thing in America as gas rings.” 

Even the most truthful statement can 
boomerang, if it is not geared to the range 
of the audience’s beliefs and expectations.

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Sumner Welles Explains 
Seven Fateful Decisions 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 


Welles, former Under Secretary 
of State, is not concerned with 
President Roosevelt's place in 
history; he feels that it will be 
expanded rather than dimin- 
ished by the passage of time. 
He fears, rather, that the 
Roosevelt haters may kill the 
ideas associated with the Roose- 
velt name and in so doing lay 
a blight on American hopes for 
building a free, democratic and 
peaceful world order. 

Hence his attempt to bring 
eritical events of recent his- 
tory into a clearer perspective 
by citing the “unvarnished 
truth” as he knows it from 
first-hand experience. It is not 
a defense nor an ad seriatim 
refutation of detailed charges. 
Nor is it an uncritical book; for 
in exposing the record and ex- 
pressing his opinions of the 
seven fateful decisions he cites 
impartially the “mistakes” and 
“misconceptions” as well as 
what he believes were the wise 
judgments on which the deci- 
sions were predicated. 

Of the main subjects discussed 
by Mr. Welles, the most impor- 
tant in their bearing on the 
present state of the world were 
the decision to postpone settle- 
ment of political and territorial 
problems until the war was over 
and the agreements made at 
Tehran and Yalta.

the cession to Russia of the 
Japanese-held Sakhalin and 
Kurile islands. According to 
some of the President’s critics 
this agreement “sold China down 
the river” and undermined the 
American strategic position in 
the Far East. 


Speaking for himself, Mr. 
Welles says that the cession of 
Sakhalin and the Kuriles and 
the internationalization of Dai- 
ren had considerable justifica- 
tion. Sakhalin and the Kuriles 
were expropriated Russian ter- 
ritory. The autonomy of Outer 
Mongolia continued a pre-exist- 
ing situation. The internation- 
alization of Dairen would have 
worked out satisfactorily for 
China if Russia had respected 
the treaty which she signed with 
the Chinese Nationalist Govern- 
ment in 1945 which “would 
have paved the way for the 
unification of China.” 

Giving Russia effective con- 
trol of the Manchurian railroads 
and the lease of Port Arthur 
as a naval base were objec- 
tionable, he says, on principle 
and for practical reasons. They 
made it impossible for a new 
unified China to exercise full 
sovereignty in Manchuria.

Mar- 
shall insisted, says Welles, that 
Japan could be compelled to 
surrender “only by a progres- 
sive occupation of her main 
islands commencing with an 
American amphibious invasion 
of the southern island of 
Kyushu.” 

Marshall’s prognosis together 
with the Chiefs of Staff's in- 
sistence that we must have the 
use of Russian divisions and 
Russian air bases, was therefore 
a determining force in the 
President's mind when he ar- 
rived at Yalta a few months 
later. The latter had the highest 
obligation, says Mr. Welles, “to 
take every possible step to 
insure the success of the opera- 
tion and to keep to a minimum 
the loss of American lives.”

N the other parts of his book, 
Mr. Welles discusses Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's 1937 plan to 
enlist other nations in a move 
to stop the onrush of World 
War II. In brief, it proposed 


_ that the nations join together in 


reaffirming an international 
morality and taking steps to 
implement it. Secretary Hull 
opposed the idea as just an- 
other footless peace congress; 
Premier Chamberlain was also 
cold to it. And the project was 
dropped. 

The decision to recognize the 
Vichy government is reviewed 
and approved. It kept the United 
States and Great Britain, indi- 
rectly, in touch with France, it 
enabled the United States to 
send supplies to North Africa 
and to place representatives 
there who could lay the basis 
for the North African invasion. 
Mr. Welles further describes 
the 1942 Conference of Amer- 
ican Ministers at Rio de Janeiro 
which established hemispheric 
unity. The ministers agreed first 
on a joint severing of relation- 
ship with the Axis powers; but 
on the insistence of Argentina 
adopted a weaker resolution 
saying that such a step would be 
“recommended” to their several 
governments. 

Hearing of this Secretary 
Cordell Hull, who had remained 
in Washington, called Welles on 
the telephone and angrily de- 
manded that Argentina be read 
out of the conference as an out- 
law. If that had been done, 
Welles says, the South Amer- 
ican nations would have been 
split in two, some siding with 
Argentina, some against. Brazil, 
in particular, was having trou- 
ble with Argentina on its south- 
ern borders and was not in a 
position to risk difficulties with 
the latter. So Welles got the 
President on the phone with 
Hull and himself and stated his 
position. The President backed 
Welles.

HE proposed resolution went 

through. Brazil and a num- 

ber of other nations imme- 
diately broke relations with the 
Axis. If Hull’s advice had been 
followed, says Mr. Welles, Bra- 
zilian air bases essential to our 
supply lines with Africa could 
not have been set up and the 
invasion of North Africa could 
not have taken place in 1942. 
The decision, in which the 
President risked a break with 
his Secretary of State, was 
moreover an enduring contribu- 
tion te inter-American co-oper- 
ation and understanding.

Saroyan Novel Combines 


and Banality 


ROCK WAGRAM, by Williem Seroyen.

GOOD many of the readers 

of William Saroyan’s short 

stories and his two pre- 
viously published novels may 
want to take more than one 
look at his latest extended work 
of fiction, “Rock Wagram.” It 
is a classical example of the 
work of a novelist of the De- 
pression Era who, like Stein- 
beck and others of the time, 
has never wholly recovered 
from that 10-year orgy of self- 
pity, or from their devotion to 
the familiar and once-popular 
themes that drunks and wast- 
rels are the chosen people and 
that their maudlin philosophies 
are the only creeds worth liv- 
ing by. 

In some ways Saroyan was the 
most eloquent of all of them. 
He has had a curious naivete 
that enabled him to write poig- 
nant passages that in any other 
writer’s language would have 
been pure, unadulterated corn. 


The story in “Rock Wagram 
-—a Novel” is simple enough. 
It is concerned principally with 
an Armenian of 33 misspent 
years who, but for the fact that 
he has no wife or child or vine- 
yard of his own, is happy 
enough dispensing drinks be- 
hind Fat-Aram’s bar in Fresno 
when Paul Key, a Hollywood 
producer, takes a few looks at 
his Armenian face and his long 
eyelashes and decides instantly 
that he is a born actor. Rock, 
born Arak Vagramian, is as 
naive as a child (in fact, almost 
everybody in the book, except 
the women—whose natural in-

He is, writes Mr. Saroyan,

wife, without daughter, without 
home, without hope.

I am alone, 
I am unhappy, but I've still got 
my car, and I’ve still got my 10- 
cent coin that says ‘I lovea 
you.”” What Rock doesn’t say 
to himself is that he has broken 
a woman's heart (it is impos- 
sible to write about Saroyan's 
characters without hyperbole), 
left his children without a 
father, and has betrayed his 
friends’ faith in him. He is at 
last a true Saroyan character.

author’s philosophy. In 36 
(count them) purple passages, 
printed in italics so you can’t 
miss them, and dripping with 
misogyny, gloom and tears, he 
dishes it out. The recurrent 
theme is that man is lonely, and 
innocent, and doomed to die. 
“The man who seeks to escape 
from loneliness is a lunatic,” 
he writes. “The man who does 
not know that all is failure is 
a fool, The man who does not 
laugh at these things is a bore. 
But the lunatic is a good man, 
and so is the fool, and so is the 
Bore.” 

He insists that the real trouble 
is that men have a habit of 
dying, resulting in many pas- 
sages of unbelievable banality. 
“The only thing a man does all 
his life is to breathe.

With a final prayer for the 
future of William Saroyan we 
will leave him to the mercy of 
his readers and his critics, with 
this thought from the end of 
one of his reveries in mind, 
“A man is a wonderful and a 
worthless thing. He is a rock 
but a swift rock. Give him 
love, give rain love. Give him 
meaning, give fire meaning. 
Give him money, give birds 
money.”

HERE are many arguments

In addition to the nine pitch- 
ers named, who would consti- 
tute an adequate staff without 
any help, there is the usual 
group of rookies on the Red Sox 
rosters, if O’Neill wants to keep 
a tenth hurter. However, the 
nine men seem to niake the Red 
Sox staff a standout in these 
days of a pitching talent short- 
age. 

There were no problems when 
O'Neill opened training with 
his Sox at Sarasota.

Cullen Cain, Blind Sportswriter, 
‘Looks’ Back; Why Walt Johnson 


Lost Final Game of ’25 Series 


MIAMI, Fla., 


answered at long last. 
That crucial game, played at 
Forbes Field, Pittsburgh, on Oc- 


tober 15, 1925, in a downpour, 
was won by the Pirates, 9 to 7, 
and clinched the series for them. 
In the first and third games, 
Johnson, although well past the 
peak of his career, had pitched 
great ball; in the words of Billy 
Evans, now general manager of 
the Detroit Tigers, a former um- 
pire and at the time, also a 
sports writer, old Barney had 
everything, blinding speed, a 
vicious curve, and. perfect con- 
trol. 
Yet a week later—there had 
been several postponements be- 
cause of the weather—the Pirate 
batters mauled him in the payoff 
contest. 
Cullen Cain, blind sports col- 
umnist of the Miami Sunday 
News, who watched the series 
from the press box as director 
of special services of the Na- 
tional League, tells the story as 
it was related to him by Max 
Carey, now a resident of Miami 
Beach, who was captain of the 
Pirates at the time, and their 
star outfielder and base runner. 
An “Innocent” Villain. 
The deciding game and the 
series was won, not on the ball 
field on that gloomy, rainy day, 
but in a Washington taxicab a 
week earlier. and the “villain” of 
the piece, from the Senators 
standpoint, was Bobby Veach, 
former outfielder and siege gun 
of. the Detroit Tigers, and a 
coach of the Washington team.

Why ‘Greasy’ Clammed Up [.5,", 


Capone's Paymaster Had Plenty 
of Reason, From Own Standpoint, 
To Tell Kefauver Group, ‘T'll 
Have to Refuse to Answer That’

on your television screen last Thursday had answered all the 


| F the fat, owlish little man with the dark glasses who appeared 


questions flung at him, you might have heard one of the most 


revolting crime stories ever told. 


But the recital would have em- 


barrassed some of the little man’s closest associates and might easily 


have caused a bullet to be fired fn his back. 


That is, if he was ever 
- 


to walk around outside a penitentiary again. 


So from his standpoint you 
can't really blame Jacob (“Greasy 
Thumb”) Guzik for firmly de- 
clining to tell Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver the time of day. Besides, if 
Guzik had replied fully to all the 
inquiries propounded to him by 
the Senator's crime committee, 
the session would have taken far 
beyond March 31, the day the 
committee is scheduled to com- 
plete its work. 

If this gives you the idea that 
Jake runs around Chicago's Loop 
with a shoulder holster bulging 
under each armpit and eats little 
children for breakfast it would 
only prove that you've’ got 
“Greasy Thumb” all wrong. He 
used to be Al Capone’s business 
manager, sure, and today he 
reigns as elder statesman among 
the heirs of the late “Scarface Al.” 
But he never carries a gun and 
never had anything but contempt 
for petty crooks and mobsters. 

Jake demonstrated this unsym- 
pathetic attitude in April 1932, 
when he traveled to the Federal 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, 
Kans., after a little quarrel with 
the Government about some in- 
come taxes. He sacrificed a full 
day of freedom just so he 
wouldn’t have to make the trip 
in the company of ordinary jail- 
birds. Leaving 24 hours early, he 
hired a private coach of drawing 
rooms for the journey. 

This cost a little money, of 
course, but Guzik didn’t mind. “I 
have more cash than Rockefeller,” 
he boasted once, and there are 
estimates that he could have as 
much as $150.000,000 stuck away 
in safe deposit boxes. A sizable 
figure, true, but that’s Chicago 
for you, There have been more 
than 1000 unsolved murders in 
the city since 1933 and that’s quite 
a mouthful, too. 

Jake, whose family originally 
came from Poland, received his 
basic training under a brother, 
the late Harry Guzik, shertly 
after the turn of the century. 
Harry ran several establishments 
which people who knew about 
such things insisted on describ- 
ing as brothels. Jake started out 


as a waiter in one of them and 


it was there that he was dubbed 
“Greasy Thumb” (not later, when 
he handled vast wads of cash for 
the mob). But the handle was 
not to deter him from climbing 
to the top of gangsterdom. 
Around the time of World War 
I he came to public attention in 
connection with some houses of 
prostitution in Chicago which 
seemed to operate with remark- 
able freedom from police inter- 
ference. Sometime in the mid- 
'20s, when rackets fed by pro- 
hibition were at their lushest, 
he teamed up with “Public Ene- 
my No. 1”—Capone. 
°°  e-<@ 


NLIKE his partner, Jake was 
not conspicuous. Nobody ever 
heard of him spending thou- 
sands on banquets and loose wom- 
en or $50 on a pair of French pa- 
jamas. And when both went to the 
pen, Guzik didn't have fights with 
the other boys or try to boss them 
around, like Al. He served his 
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Capone’s own jail cell. In fact, 
the same informer gave key tes- 
timony in Jake's case and in Al's. 

The informer’s name was Fred 
Ries, and the secret service had 
softened him up by letting him 
languish in a Danville (ll) jail 
that was so infested with fleas 
and other vermin that the mob- 
ster was willing to do anything 
if he could only ssop scratching. 

Ries operated a gambling house 
for’ the Capone mob in Cicero, 
Ill., and its profits found their 
way into Guzik’s bank account. 
At Jake’s trial, Ries testified that 
the one house alone netted a take 
of $25,000 to $30,000 a month. 
Asked whether the house ever 
lost, the witness stated: “I would 
Say no.”

IGGING into the business af- 
Desir of Jake and Al, Govern- 

ment agents found records 
showing that the inmates of broth- 
els in Stickney, Ill., for instance, 
received half their fees while 
Guzik and Capone shared the rest. 
They discovered that both men 
owned a big interest in gambling 
at the Hollywood Country Club, 
Hollywood, Fla., and in the casino 
on Palm Island, Fla., where Al 
maintained his private palace.

thorne Smoke Shop in Cicero, IIl., 
which made profits of $153,000 in 
a single racing season, and found 
payments made to “J.” and “A.” 
The agents had reason to believe 
that the letters stood for Jake 
and Al. 

To “Greasy Thumb,” by then 
also known as “Little Jack the 
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come tax liens against Jack to 
the tune of $627,787, including 
interest, for the prosperous years 
of 1924-28. 

The Capone syndicate, always 
with Jake in a top executive post, 
was doing well enough through 
the early war years, but in 1943 
six of the boys did a tactless 
thing. They were convicted of 
extortion in connection with a 
$1,000,000 shakedown of the movie 
industry. Guzik was not involved, 
but the indignity of six top Ca- 
pone lieutenants marching off to 
the pen shook the syndicate. And 
anything that shook the syndicate 
shook Guzik. 

The shaking was worse in 1944 
when -the Egan mob from St. 
Louis had the effrontery to try 
to move in on gambling in 
Cicero, an independent town on 
Chicago’s west side. The Post- 
Dispatch learned that the new 
town administration was offered 
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most Chicago cops and not near- 
ly so wealthy as some who ac- 
quired vast estates on meager 
police pay. Among others, they 
arrested “Greasy Thumb” in con- 
nection with the Ragen killing. 


This turned out to be a mistake 
because Guzik was released al- 
most immediately -on a writ of 
habeas corpus and, leaving Cook 
County Criminal Court, he raged 
at the officers: “I'll get you both 
fired!” 

Oddly enough, Connelly and 
Drury were dismissed from the 
force not much later. They car- 
ried the case to the United States 
Supreme Court, which would not 
hear it, but Drury’s lawyer was 
still trying to revive it last Sep- 
tember, when the  ex-officer, 
turned private detective, was 
murdered in a professionally 
planned ambush laid for him in 
the garage of his home.*

HE Drury killing barely pre- 

ceded the arrival of Senator 

Kefauver’s committee for 
hearings in Chicago. Drury was to 
have been a witness and had is- 
sued a statement saying he would 
be “delighted ... to tell the Ke- 
fauver crime committee how the 
Capone criminal syndicate con- 
trols city halls...” 


By that time “Greasy Thumb” 
and his boys had solidified the 
gains that fell to them as a re- 
sult of Ragen’s death. It was 
Guzik who reportedly engineered 
the coup by which his men mus- 
cled into Pioneer News Service, 
Inc., St. Louis outlet of the na- 
tional race wire which was sub- 
ject to a spirited question-and- 
answer period when Senator Ke- 
fauver recently held hearings 
here. Arrival of the Capone men 
split the traditional partnership 
of Clarence ‘(Guily) Owen and

the ‘30s at the Algonquin 
Hotel in New York, Bernard ex- 
plained, and the founding mem- 
bers form an imposing list.

ley, onion, garlic, salt and pep- 
per and as little fat as possible.

“They have been marinating 
for two days,” he explained, “in a’

The ingredients for this were 
brought to the dining room and 
most of the members gathered 
around to watch him work. Two 
huge wooden bowls were filled 
with endive. 


“Nothing but endive,” he said, 
as he tossed it around. “Look over 
there in my grip and you'll find 
a wooden spoon and fork.” I 
handed him the spoon and fork. 


“Never mix green and red,” he 
said authoratively. “Never toma- 
toes, never radishes, and never, 
never grated carrots.” 

He was expertly mixing salt 
and pepper in a tablespoon with 
a little oil before adding it to 
the salad. 

“Take your endive,” he said as 
he tossed, “and wash it and dry 
it and keep it crisp in the icebox. 
When you start, take a clove of 
garlic and rub it on the heel of 
a loaf of French bread. Then 
throw the garlic away. Put the 
heel of the bread in the salad as 
you toss it.

The crust, 
Reiss and Giessow explained, was 
made of noodle dough, heavily 
seasoned with a sharp yellow 
cheese and rolled thin. 

The lamb had marinated for 
several days in a mixture of wine 
ana spices. The dough had been 
made the preceding day in the 
hotel kitchen. The whole had been 
placed in an oven and baked. The 
jacket preserved the juices and 
the flavor of the meat. Even the 
noodle dough crust was delicious. 
With it were served the Imam 
Bayildi, which turned out to be 
sections of eggplant seasoned and 
broiled, and potatoes Napoleon. 

This was followed by the salad, 
after which came the dessert in 
the form of a rarebit. A mixture 
of sharp cheese and other ingre- 
dients had been spread on small 
slices of French bread and toast- 
ed quickly under the broiler. Top- 
ping it off was the Turkish cof- 
fee, for which Reiss provided his 
own equipment, even to the cof- 
fee itself, which was thick and 
strong and appreciated more for 
its esthetic value and its appro- 
priateness to the rest of the meal 
than for its flavor and consist- 
ency. 

The two hosts received the ac- 
claim of their fellow chefs with 
becoming modesty and an obvious 
sense of relief. 

“Most of the time,” Giessow 
explained, “the parties are held 
at a member's home. The host 
prepares the main dish and every- 
one else chips in and‘ helps with 
the rest of the meal, This is 
the first time anyone has tried 
to prepare the whole meal in a 
hotel kitchen and serve it like 
we did tonight. But everything 
came out all right.”

Jim Farley says politicians knew F.D.R.’s days were 


numbered in 1944. Others say he was too ill to resist Stalin at Yalta. 


Dr. Ross McIntire is one man 
who knows. The White House 
physician for 12 Roosevelt years 
tells, in this recorded interview 
with U.S. News and World Re- 
port, the real story of FDR’s last 
days. 

Q. How was President Roose- 
velt’s health in his last few 
months? Didn’t he have flu just 
before that last trip to Warm 
Springs in April, 1945? 

Dr. Ross T. McIntire: Yes, that 
is correct. But the serious attack, 
the one that gave us so much 
trouble, was after we came back 
from Tehran. That was in Janu- 
ary, 1944, about his birthday 
time. The President picked up 
one of these influenza virus in- 
fections, and it went on over a 
period. He developed a bad bron- 
chitis which made him cougn 
and cough, through February and 
March of that year. We couldn't 
get rid of that cough. And that 
isn't good for a man over 60, to 
be coughing as violently as he 
was over that long period. That 
was when I had my greatest con- 
cern over the President. 

Q Was he seriously ill then? 


Dr. McIntire: No, he wasn’t 
seriously ill. He would feel pretty 
good for four or five days, then 
for two or three days he would 
feel bad. But he was coughing 
all the time. That was why I 
had a chest man, Dr. Robert Dun- 
can, keep a pretty close watch to 
be sure that he wasn’t overtax- 
ing his physical reserve. 

Q. From then on, was he éver 
well? 

Dr. McIntire: After a month in 
South Carolina—that did worlds 
of good—he came Dack looking 
like a different person. Now 
there was one thing that both- 
ered me always. It bothered the 
photographers. That was the fact 
that we took off deliberately 
about 10 pounds to relieve some 
of the load on his heart. We 
brought him down from about 
187 to about 178-179, something 
like that. He said, “This is won- 
derful. When I stand up with my 
braves, this is great.” So he de- 
liberately took off another five 
pounds and he was 15 pounds 
under the weight we used to 
hold him at—around 187-188. 
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MAN who lost all that weight 
A above the waist didn’t have as 

large a neck. Instead of having 
a 17%4-inch neck, it got down to 
about 16%. And he wouldn't buy 
any other shirts. He said they 
were too tight. So it made his 
appearance look bad. A man, 
when he gets around 60, can't 
lose weight around his face and 
neck without having it show pret- 
ty badly. The skin wrinkles — I 
don't care who it is. So that took 
place. But his condition in May 
was very satisfactory. 

Q. That was May, 1944? 

Dr. Mctintire: Yes. And by the 
middle of June, I didn’t have any 
criticism. He was eating well, he 
was feeling good, his disposition 
was excellent, and we were look- 
ing forward to a trip West, to the 
Pacific. 

Q. You considered him well? 

Dr. McIntire: Yes, I considered 
him completely clear of the acute 
disease that he had had in the 
spring, and that there was noth- 
ing for us to worry about physi- 
cally except that he was a little 
too light in weight. After we 
came back from Hobcaw, in South

R. ROSS T. McINTIRE’S

O we came up to the election 
x all right. But, from that time 

on until inauguration, I had 
little control, When he came up to 
inauguration time he was as tired 
as I had seen him in a long, long 
time. Then we had the good for- 
tune to go to sea for a few days 
—the Yalta trip. At Yalta—that 
was a strenuous time. And I think 
probably the hardest conference 
that he had. 

Q. There were reports he 
lacked some of his acute mental 
faculties at Yalta. What do you 
think about that? 

Dr. McIntire: That is ridiculous, 
because he was as clear as I 
had seen him at any time. 

Q. He was as keen as ever? 

Dr. McIntire: Just as keen as 
ever. I can say very flatly that 
there isn’t one bit of truth in any 
of those rumors. 

Q. Could he bounce back as 
far, toward the end, as he did be- 
fore? 

Dr. McIntire: No. He could 
bounce back, but not all the way 
back. That disturbed me more 
than any other one thing. The 
old stamina—something had hap- 
pened to it. That was after the 
November election. He had shown 
great resiliency up to that time. 

Q. After election, did his health 
fail? 

Dr. MelIntire: I would say his 
reserve dropped down. But as 
far as his capacity to do things, 
no. I didn’t see any drop there. 
Q. Did his voice weaken in his

Dr. McIntire: The Yalta report 
—that was just because he was 
tired. I was responsible, in the 
main, for his giving his address 
to Congress sitting in a chair. 
knew that this was a long ad- 
dress, and for him to stand 45 
minutes or longer was just too 
much. And, again, one thing I 
was deeply concerned about was 
the fact that he didn’t argue 
much about it. 

Q. Were you concerned then 
about his health? 


Dr. McIntire: I was concerned 
about his reserve strength. I felt 
we could get him back. I knew 
we had a job on our hands, be- 
cause, again, I knew what plans 
were in the offing. 

Q. The U.N. conference? A 
trip te London? 

Dr. MelIntire: Yes, and the 
trip to see MacArthur. He in- 
sisted on going to the Philippines. 
Even though he was tired, he still 
had all these people to see; and 
then we had the tough luck to 
run into another influenza attack. 
It wasn’t serious. His old stam- 
ina, if it had been there, would 
have picked him up quickly. 

Q. Did he realize his stamina 
had slipped? : 

Dr. McIntire: Yes, he knew. 
And he said to me shortly before 
he went to Warm Springs: “All 
right. For the first time I'll admit 
you're right on this weight busi- 
ness. By golly, it’s taken some 
of my strength.” All the time he 
had been insisting that he walked 
so much better. But he said, “All

F. D.R.'s Death 
Was Unexpected’ 


ERE is a medical notebook 
4 on the health of Franklin 

D. Roosevelt as recorded in 
a question-and-answer confer- 
ence with Dr. Ross T. McIntire, 
close friend and physician to 
the late President. 


Convention time, 1944—Mr. 
Roosevelt had been ill with the 
flu during the winter, but a 
month’s rest cured him. He 
was in good shape when nom- 
inated. 

Campaign, 1944 — Speech- 
making, travel were exhaust- 
ing, but nothing serious. No 
cause for alarm. 

Inauguration, 1945—A low 
point caused by fatigue. 

Yalta Conference, 1945 — 
F.D.R. mentally alert, physi- 
cally well. 

Warm Springs, 1945—Death 
was unexpected. Nothing in his 
condition to warn of its ap- 
proach. 


had moderate arteriosclerosis. 
That is, there was a moderate 
change in his arteries. Except 
the arteries of the eye.

Q. So his blood vessels were in 
fairly good shape?

I doubt it. But we don’t know too 
much about the cause of cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

Q. The President died when a 
bleed vessel broke and there was 
a brain hemorrhage. Could a sud- 
rise in blood pressure have caused 
the break? 

Dr. McIntire: That was increas- 
ing over a long period, something 
you find in many men as they get 


older. 
Q. In 1944-45, was his appetite 
bad? . 


Dr. McIntire: Part of the time 
it was all right. He began to 
complain about food not tasting 
— anything along about Decem- 

r. 

Q. Did he get finicky? 

Dr. MeIntire: Very finicky. 

Q. Faddish? 

Dr. MeiIntire: No, not faddish. 
He just didn’t care for this, or 
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, there just wasn't time. We 
still kept up as much as we pos- 
sibly could of his exercises, but 
it wasn't enough. 

Q. In all the years he was in 
the White House, Mr. Reosevelt 
didn’t have a really serious ill- 
ness? 

Dr. McIntire: I would say he. 
didn't have a serious iliness—but 


mild anemia—as I remember, that 
was 1940—from an ordinary thing 
lots of people have. But he picked 
up in no time flat. In fact, no one 
ever noticed that. It was just 
that easy.

Dr. McIntire: The only thing TI 
could complain of was that he 
had a moderate arteriosclerosis. 

Q. Was his heart a trifle en- 
larged? 

Dr. MelIntire: Oh, at times, 
when he was coughing, we might 
have said it was. But not alarm- 
ingly so at any time. 

Q. Was there any indication of 
breaks in little blood vessels? 

Dr. McIntire: No, not at all. I 
I have seen where one or two 
doctors stand back and say: “Well, 
of course, he had to have small 
hemorrhages.” As far as we were 
able to tell, and I think all our 
observers were as good as you 
could find, we never detected any 
such thing. 

Q. Did you ever treat him for 
arteriosclerosis? 

Dr. McIntire: No, he didn't 
have anything requiring it. The 
best treatment we could give him 
was to try to take off the pressure 
and during the time he was 
coughing, support the heart. That 
was one of the reasons we once 
took off weight. But he never 
had any heart symptoms. 

Unfortunately, we are still in 
the sad position, on what we call 
cerebral arteriosclerosis, of not 
being able to make a diagnosis.

that the average Japanese 
housewife gets up at five 
o'clock to prepare her fam- 
ily’s breakfast of soup and 
rice, vegetables and green 
tea. 
“Every day is wash day 
there,” she explained. “Be- 
cause people do not have as many clothes as they do here, we 
must wash today what we wear tomorrow.” Remember that 
this washing is done by hand on a washboard. Nor does the 
Japanese homemaker keep her house spic and span with a 
vacuum cleaner. She does it the hard way, with a broom. Of 
all the equipment which Miss Semba saw in this country, 
however, she was most impressed by the dishwashing machines. 
= 2 2... 

Miss Tui Flower, a home science instructor from 
Pukekohe, New Zealand, who is in St. Leuis on a holi- 
day, explained that while some housewives there do 
have electrical equipment it is not of the same stand- 
ards as ours, nor is it in general use. As a result, 
women must spend much more time keeping house 
and preparing the meals, including mid-morning and 
afternoon tea. A morning tea period, incidentally, is 
required by law for everyone in industry or the pro- 
fessions. Miss Flower is frankly envious of our many 
mixes, which are totally unknown in New Zealand, 
and which she counts high on the list of American 
housewives’ blessings.

@ HOMEMAKERS who are interested in seeing the newest 
products in the housewares line, who want to learn how to 
make full use of the gadgets and equipment they already own, 
or who have any questions they would like answered by ex- 
perts on the care and use of household equipment may have 
an opportunity to do so this week. Several of the downtown 
stores are holding special housewares events, with home econ- 
omists and factory representatives on hand to answer ques- 
tions. 

One store is presenting an urban version of a county 
fair, with 50 different demonstrations, exhibits and events. 
A home laundry economist will answer questions concerning 
the weekly wash, copies of daily menus may be obtained from 
a menu-planning service, and displays will include a puppet 
show and a miniature circus with 100,000 animated pieces.

@ MRS. E. C., ST. LOUIS, WRITES: “I have a problem 
which I would like for you to decide. I was given a beautiful 
yellow bedspread. Now my walls need to be painted. What 
color would you suggest which would complement the color 
of my bedspread?” 

Yellow is an adaptable color. It is beautiful when used 
with gray; is also effective with blue or with green. If this 
is a man's room, and bright enough to take a dark shade, you 
might like chocolate brown walls. 

Mrs. J. F., Lemay, has several questions. She asks: “How 
can I drive nails into plaster walls without cracking the 
plaster? How can I clean these unpainted white walls, which 
are finger marked and have a few grease spots? What is a 
good self-polishing wax for asphalt tile floors?” 

To minimize the danger of cracking plaster when driving 
a nail, take the point of the nail and very gently break through 
the surface coat of plaster, making a circle slightly larger 
than the circumference of the nail to be driven.

Adele Simpson, one 
of the foremost American design- 
ers, dedicates her entire summer 
collection to “paperweight” cot- 
tons. She takes as her inspira- 
tion the glass paperweight and re- 
peats the crystalline shapes, col- 
ors, textures and patterns of this 
particular art form. Like the 
paperweight, itself, the collection 
has a transparent, spun-glass look 
with plenty of pink and white, 
with crisp tailored themes and 
with sheer modes ermphasized. 
Cotton chiffon is a newcomer for 
town dresses with slip-over jack- 
ets or tunics to hide the bareness 
underneath. Flowered chintz, cot- 
ton lace in combination with or- 
gandy, sheer suit cottons and 
tablecloth checks are among the 
Simpson suggestions. 

Among the outstanding new 
cottons is a sheer one called 
“lumina” because of the glitter- 
ing threads woven into the ma- 
terial. This is very transparent 
although the patterned motifs, 
such as plaids, give it more 
“body.” Created by Galy and 
Lord, it is used by Carolyn 
Schnurer for some interesting 
dresses with pleated skirts. 
Wrapped bodices to be worn 
either with bare tops or the 
shoulders covered are a favorite 
theme of this designer for sum- 
mer. 

The vogue of plaids in full- 
skirted dresses also is endorsed 
by Clare McCardell. Among her 
summer suggestions is a cotton 
in a lilac and purple plaid which 
she calls “black raspberry.” This 
has a halter neckline which but- 
tons high at the front in criss- 
cross fashion but may be de- 
tached if the wearer prefers the 
strapless sun fashion. 

Important French designers are 
making tailored suits and coats, 
fabulous evening gowns and cock- 
tail dresses as well as street 
dresses and beach clothes out of 
cotton fabrics. There are thick 
cotton laces, cotton tulles, voiles, 
eyelet embroidered and dotted 
swisses, as well as dramatic tribal 
and floral prints. Many of the 
cottons are embroidered with 
jeweled effects to give them a 
more important look. 

A cotton suit designed by Chris- 
tian Dior is given the name of 
“croquet.” It is white and features 
this designer’s new oval silhou- 
ette. Thick cotton lace, natural- 
colored, is used for andther suit. 
Among evening dresses is a Vic- 
torian-style dress with a bustle. 
This is made entirely of cotton 
lace ruffles over an opaque cot- 
ton foundation. A pique apron 
embroidered in pink horsehair is 
worn over a frothy tulle skirt in 
the design of a most unusual eve- 
ning frock. 

Corduroy and velveteen are the 
cotton fabrics which Jacques Fath 
likes and which undoubtedly will 
start a new fashion for America. 
The color combinations are un- 
usual, one of these being gray 
with yellow. The yellow also is 
allied with rich “earth” shades. 
White pique collars add a flashy 
aceent to gray wrap-around 
dresses in the spiral silhouette. 

The dramatic effect of fur on 
cotton is highlighted by Pierre 
Balmain who trims a white pique 
evening coat with white fox fur.

T DAWN, one recent morning, in the city 
of Szeged, Hungary, the people stared 
A skyward in amazement.

HE ALMOST incredible proportions already 

assumed by the “quiet revolution” are indi- 
cated by figures from former U. 8. Air Force 
chief Gen. Carl Spaatz, chairman of the Inter- 
national Rescue Committee's “Iron Curtain 
Refugee Campaign” with headquarters in New 
York. , 

In three years, more than 300,000 men, wom- 
en and children have eluded Soviet secret 
police at the Curtain to make the desperate 
break for freedom! 

“Their numbers,” says Gen. Spaatz, “are in- 
creasing at the rate of 500 to 1,000 a week, as 
men, some with families, hazard everything in 
their unfailing devotion to a free way of life.” 

All this, then, is part of the exciting, hope- 
inspiring picture of what is happening in the 
satellites. Other things are happening which 
must be kept secret at this time. 


And today, even in the USSR itself there are 
definite signs of dissatisfaction. 

Here, too, escapees report a growing popular 
feeling.

HE PEOPLE hate the whole system!” 

Ominously green in the minds of Stalin 
and the Politburo, says Jadan, is the memory 
of what happened in World War II when the 
Nazi army was knocking at the gates of Mos- 
cow. For one strange month, the fearful com- 
missars and MVD officers fled to Kuibishev. 

“But in Moscow a miraculous change took 
place,” Jadan says. “Suddenly, an air of free- 
dom prevailed.” 

With their rulers gone, people talked freely 
of how they hated the regime. For the first 
time they felt momentarily safe. 

“The people hated and feared the Germans. 
They also hated and feared their own rulers. 
So for a month they breathed the sweet air 
of freedom until the threat of Nazi tyranny 
passed and the tyrant commissars returned.” 

Most dramatic of all the reports—and most 
significant—is one brought out of Czechoslo- 
vakia by a man who, to protect his relatives 
back home, calls himself Dr. Charles Garyk. 

The whole world remembers the mysterious 
death of Czechoslovakia’s beloved foreign min- 
ister, Jan Masaryk.

NEW YORK. 
NTIL TWO EXPLORERS turned up at the 


Bronx Zoo the other day with the ani- 

mal shown in these pictures, nobody 
really believed there was such an animal. 
In fact, they’re still doubtful! 

About 125 years ago a French naturalist 
named Roulin received from an explorer the 
skin and skeleton of a strange animal with 
thick white lips and heavy fur. Roulin, after 
long study, called it a “mountain tapir.” 
But zoologists were skeptical. They had seen 
many tapirs—but never any like the white- 
lipped animal Roulin described. 

Last year, the Bronx Zoo sent Charles and 
Emy Cordier, two naturalists, to Ecuador to 
look for a “mountain tapir’ — and possibly 
prove Roulin right—or wrong. 

At first the Cordiers were stumped. They 
advertised in Ecuador newspapers, talked to 
dozens of other scientists, scores of natives. 
But with no luck. Nobody had ever seen a 
“mountain tapir.” 

One day, however, just as the discouraged 
Cordiers were leaving, empty-handed, for 
New York, they heard that a curious, long- 
nosed animal with white lips and heavy fur 
was a pet in a remote mountain village. 


Hikes Two Miles Up 


HE CORDIERS asked another explorer, Rolf 
Blomberg, to investigate. They returned 
' home, and Blomberg went into the moun- 
tains with a camera. It was a rough trip into 
rugged country two miles high. But there, 
roaming the streets like a friendly dog, was 
a tapir. Natives called her Panchita. 

Days passed. Finally, in New York, the 
Cordiers received photographs from Blom- 
berg. Excitedly, they compared them with 
Roulin’s description of his “mountain 
tapir.” The description tallied. 

A telegram went to Blomberg, and soon 
afterward Panchita was a steamer passen- 
ger bound for New York. 

And that’s the story of how Panchita 
(now renamed Mary by her keeper, Bob 
Montana) solved a zoologist’s problem and 
verified naturalist Roulin’s 125-year-old 
claim. Roulin had seen a mountain tapir!
